TUC FOUR-POWER TRK ATV 


By a g r e e m e n t , the fate of the Four-Power Treaty prepared 
by the Armament Confreence is to lie decided by a vote in the 
United States Senate today. 
The ratification of the treaty seems 
assured at this time, the latest estimate made by the Republican 
leaders iii the Senate being from three to five more than the two- 
thirds vote required for ratification, but this is dangerously close. 
Upon the ratification of this treaty practically depends the 
carrying out of the obligations of all the treaties agreed upon by 
the Conference. 
In many respects it is considered a document 
more potential for the peace of the world and for the relief of 
humanity from the burdens which centuries of militarism have 
.imposed upon it than any that has ever been framed by man. 
It 
is a realization of a dream of the ages and a pledge of further 
progress for the future. 
If this treaty is ratified by the respective governments con­ 
cerned, civilization may not forever be compelled to bend under 
the awful burden of war. 
What has been done by the nations 
represented at. Washington may not banish all human strife, but 
their work has demonstrated that such a consummation is not 
beyond human achievement. 
There will he and there can he no 
turning back. 
As a nation we may justly take pride in the fact that what 
was accomplished at Washington by the Armament Conference 
was initiated by our government and that it was our President 
who spoke the first word for the disarmament of the nations.
